the Rights of War they might keep all that they 
had conquered by Arms, they were content to 
keep but Part of thofe Acquifitions, on Condition 

1. That previoufly the Abufts committed to the 
Prejudice ef the Reformed Religion, and to their 
Rights on certain Lordfhips in common wi:h other 
Cantons, (of which Abufes Complaint hed often 
been made of a long time, but to no Efect) be 
redrefled. 

2. That the Affair of Toggenbourg: be intirely 
ad jufted. . : 

3. That they be reimburfed all the Charses of 
the prefent War. 7 

4. That all be immediately fettled .ad con- 
cluded. 

The Catholicks having intimated, that the two 
Cantons ought to mention in particular what they 
defign to keep of the Acquilitions they have made 
by Arms, they anfwered, that "twas need lefs to en- 
ter into Particulars before the Catholicks had de- 
clared on their Part whether the generai Propofi- 


tion was acceptable to them or not. The Catho- 
licks replied, that having Initruftions o.ly about 
the Affair of 'Toggenbourg, on which alone their 


Superiours had fuppofed they were to treat, they 
defired time to apply for and to receive the necef- 
fary Powers and [nftructions, promifing that their 
Deputies fhould return to Arau the rath at Night : 
Which Demand was complied with, "The Depu- 
ties of the Abbot of St. Gal were no: arrived at 
Arau, when thefe Letters came away, tho’ Pafs- 
ports had been given them long fince by the two 
Cantons. The Depatics of ‘Toggenbourg arrived 
the rath. We learn that there are gicat Diffenti- 
ons at Lucerne, on Occafion of the prefent Trou- 
bles, the Heads of that Canton charging each o- 
ther with giving Birth to them, by not acquieicing 
in the Declarations of the two Cantons. They 
write from Coire, that the Leagues of the Grifons 
had 1600 Menin Readinefs to march to the Af- 
fiftance of thofe of Zurich and Berne at their firft 
Requeft: That the Catholick Grifons had at firft 
declared for a Neutrality, but the Re“srmed pro- 
tefting againft it, had obliged them either to fur- 
nifh their Contingent, or to renounce their Part of 
the Treaty with the two Cantons.

De Wit having proceeded fo tar with Succefs, he 
found there was anather Great Step wanting to fecure 
his Scheme, and that was to get a PACK’D AND 
CORRUPT ASSEMBLY Of THE STATES, who 
Vered acs he wou’d have them ;inthis he was affift- 
ed‘ y the French Ambaflador, as well as by the French 
King's Money, which prov’d to effectual, as Af. d’ E- 
drades lus in his Letters, that De Wit being poffess'd 
of the whole Minifry, and having all Pofts and Prefer- 
nents at difpofal 3 when the next Elections came on, he and 
bis French Emiffaries nent from Town to Town, and 
by fpecious Pretexts gor fuch Deputies 10 be chofen for the 
next A ffembly as were bis onn Friends, and well difpos'd 
so rhe French King.

er the LIBERTY OF THE PRESS, becaufe feveral 
Books had been Writ fetting forth the Danger of his 
Alliance wrth France, and thofe he not only took care 
to fuppref, but wou’d allow nothing to be Printed 
that refieéted on the French, and at the Inftance of 
Leni: X1Weth’s Ambaflador, the Authors and Publifbers 
of fuck Ting: were brought to Exemplary Punifhment :
